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Only In Greenhelt . .

A dear friend of mine who 
moved from Greenbelt many 
years ago still pines for the 
community she describes as a 
place where a person can es¬ 
pouse any cause and not be la¬ 
beled in any way or condemned 
for doing his or her own thing. 
My friend would have loved the 
organizational meeting of the 
proposed Greenbelt Civic Asso¬ 
ciation. She would have called 
it a happening, even though she 
couldn’t really be sure of what 
happened. To her, a Greenbelt 
meeting was like a jig-saw 
puzzle and the fun was trying to 
fit all the pieces together. 

The March 27 meeting of the 
proposed Greenbelt Civic Associa¬ 
tion was no exception to this grand 
old Greenbelt tradition. About 50 
persons, armed with a plethora of 
diverse views, crammed into the 
small meeting room of the Green¬ 
belt library. Some came because 
they saw Greenbelt doomed at the 
hands of land speculators and oth¬ 
ers because they were interested 
in forestalling detrimental develop¬ 
ment. There were those who wanted 
to stimulate more interest in city 
elections and issues pertaining to 
the city's welfare on the county and 
state levels. And there were some 
GHI members wanting to throw a 
monkey wrench into the rehabilita¬ 
tion program and still other 
GHI’ers who were trying to keep 
them from doing so. 

What’s in a Name? 

What's in a name? Judging by 
the group’s reaction — plenty! Just 
minutes after Chairman Ed James 
started the meeting, a spirited de¬ 
bate erupted on the pros and cons 
of calling the group “The Greenbelt 
Civic Association" (GCA) as billed 
in the notice of the meeting in the 
Greenbelt News Review and in 
Irene Hensel’s statement announc¬ 
ing the meeting. James thought the 
name was appropriate. He envision¬ 
ed GCA as an organization encom¬ 
passing all of Greenbelt, one that 
would bring together the entire 
city. “No one," he said, “seems in¬ 
terested in the city as a whole." 

Eileen Peterson, president of the 
Lakeside Citizens Association, 
thought that GCA implied an um¬ 
brella organization for other or¬ 
ganizations and obscured the fact 
there are other civic organizations 
in t Qwn (Lakeside, W oodland Way,

Boxwood, Charlestowne Village, 
GHI, etc.) She, Charles Schwan and 
Pat Brown felt this would lead to 
misunderstanding. Peterson also 
suggested that if there were an 
umbrella organization, representa¬ 
tives from the civic association 
should become part of the group. 

William Hennessey pointed out 
that there would even be problems 
in the mechanics of coordination, 
in that each of the civic organiza¬ 
tions have bylaws that might con¬ 
flict with the parent organization’s 
presentations before official bodies. 

William Mayhew said “what this 
group is trying to accomplish is a 
good thing," but observed that “it 
would get everyone’s back up in 
the other civic organizations to 
have a parent association imposed 
upon them.” 

Irene Hensel, who kicked off the 
discussion on the name, opposed the 
GCA title and hoped the group 
would adopt her recommendation of 
“Greenbelt Committee to Fight 
Back." Except for Schwan, who 
thought the “fighting" title made 
some sense, there was no support. 

Richard Ley thought the title of 
the group was irrelevant at this 
time and preferred that objectives 
be discussed. Dorothy Baluch, 
while suporting the idea of an or¬ 
ganization dealing with the whole 
of Greenbelt because “the city was 
too fragmented," said “the group 
should not get bogged down on a 
name." 

Eunice Coxon and Janet James 
opted for GCA and were surprised 
to find themselves on the same side. 

The minutes were ticking ofl rap¬ 
idly and Ed James, in the hope of 
speeding up the proceedings, in¬ 
formed the group that everyone 
would have to leave the room at 
9:30 p m. because there was a $10 
additional charge after that time. 

Organizational Problems 

Schwan had proposed earlier that 
the organization be called the Asso¬ 
ciation to Preserve Greenbelt, “with 
the knowledge it can be changed 
at any time." The chairman refused 
to accept this motion because, he 
said, the organizational meeting 
was informal not official, and that 
Roberts Rules of Order did not ap¬ 
ply. He wanted a constitution draf¬ 
ted before rules and motions v/ere 
in order, and called for volunteers 
to work up bylaws and to report 
back in 90 days. 

James’ position was challenged and 
there ensued a lively “which-comes- 
first-chicken-or-egg" debate. “How 
can a constitution be formed with-

out knowing the wishes of those 
present on the scope of the organi¬ 
zation and its objectives?" was the 
theme of those disagreeing with Ed 
James. 

James W. Smith explained that 
“Roberts Rules of Order' are a me¬ 
chanism that helps people make de¬ 
cisions. If we are going to get 
anything done, we must follow 
Roberts Rules." 

“If we have to wait 90 days," 
said an incredulous Virginia Mor- 
yadas, “there won't be an organi¬ 
zation." 

A vote was taken on the motion 
to name the group the Association 
to Preserve Greenbelt and it passed 
17 to 13. 

Scope and Objectives 

Ed James, Hensel and Baluch 
envisioned the group as an ongoing 
organization dealing with issues 
pertaining to Greenbelt. They 
wanted to avoid the “single-issue" 
organization that operates only in 
crisis situations. Baluch thought 
that matters of land use was a 
good place to start and Ley sug¬ 
gested the preservation of Green¬ 
belt as one of the group’s objec¬ 
tives. 

Voter education and registration 
were on Coxon's and Ed James’ pri¬ 
ority list. “We should stimulate civ¬ 
ic interest on voter registration and 
participation in city and GHI elec¬ 
tions," Coxon declared. Both she 
and Ed James thought the organi¬ 
zation should conduct a "candidates 
night forum” since the “Jaycees 
forum was not well attended or 
publicized." 

Ed James also suggested that the 
group pressure for reapportionment 
so that Greenbelt would be in a 
separate district from Bowie. 

William Feller felt that the group 
was needed at city council meet¬ 
ings, noting that few people attend. 
Ed James and Coxon agreed. 

Barry Schlesinger was more con¬ 
cerned that the group focus on the 
county level, where he felt the 
wishes of the city have been ignor¬ 
ed. “The Greenbelt City Council," 
he observed, “has been, by and 
large, responsive on many Green¬ 
belt problems discussed here to¬ 
night , . . On development issues 
they have been rational, and the 
post office has not been allowed to 
impose its own solutions * . 

Schlesinger wanted the organiza-

Shell and Davis Elected to Phase I 
Board at Greenbriar Annual Meeting

Greenbriar Phase I owners held their annual meeting Thurs^ 
day, March 15, at which they honored one retiring director and 
elected two new directors. Donald Shell and J. Davis won the 
two vacant seats on the Board of Directors. 


Special Assessments 

The agenda included a ballot vote 
on a special assessment to retain 
legal counsel representing Phase 
I in the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway pedestrian overpass con¬ 
demnation suit, an a special assess¬ 
ment to install flourescent lighting 
in the common areas. Although 
votes were taken on both issues, 
it was ruled that a majority of all 
owners, not just of those at the 
meeting, would have to approve any 
special assessment. With only 51% 
of the owners attending, both as¬ 
sessments were almost certainly 
doomed at this meeting. 

When President Bill Ayers called 
the meeting to order, he announc¬ 
ed that a quorum of 50.2% of the 
owners was present or represented 
by proxy. (There are 252 units in 
Greenbriar Phase I, but percentage 
of ownership varies with the size 
of the unit.) 

Legal Counsel 

In the discussion on the assess¬ 
ment for legal counsel retainer fees 
in the B-rW Parkway overpass con¬ 
demnation suit, it was noted that 
the condemnation trial would prob¬ 
ably only determine a “fair market 
value" and that an alternate loca¬ 
tion to Phase I would have to come 
from the city council or a referen¬ 
dum mandate. A motion was intro¬ 
duced to set a limit of $5000 on the 
assessment. It also included an 
amendment to levy the assessment 
at such time as the condemnation 
proceedings begin, rather than to 
set aside a defense fund in advance. 
Both the motion and the amend¬ 
ment passed by a show of hands 
vote. When the ballot vote on this 
special assessment was tallied, the 
count was 39% in favor, 12% a- 
gainst. 

Flourescent Lights 

On the flourescent lighting as¬ 
sessment, Pat Ledoux and Light¬ 
ing Committee Chairman Karen 
Posey stated that flourescent light-

ing offered: 1) 42% kilowatt savings 
and 34% dollar savings; 2) greater 
safety through brighter lighting; 
and 3) money savings from less fre¬ 
quent bulb replacement over the 
existing incandescent lighting in. 
the common hallway areas. The 
special assessment would not ex¬ 
ceed $8500, which allowed a mar¬ 
gin for inflation over the $6000- 
$7,000 cost estimates. The vote 
was 36% for, 15% against 

Despite the non-iapproval of 
these special assessments by a ma¬ 
jority of owners, the board noted 
both measures had the approval of 
a significant majority of those pre¬ 
sent. 

Rosii Candland Honored 

Ayers announced with regret the 
resignation of Director Rosii Cand-> 
land, who had served the longest 
term on the Board of Directors, 
from November 1976 to March 1979. 
She had served first as secretary 
and more recently as first vice 
president. As an expression of ap¬ 
preciation Rosii was presented with 
an engraved plaque recognizing her 
efforts and dedication to Green¬ 
briar. 

Review of Past Year 

In summarizing the board’s ac¬ 
tivities for the previous year, Ayers 
noted that only half of the 64 board 
sessions had been regularly sched¬ 
uled meetings. He updated the re¬ 
port on the B-W overpass issue, 
noting that the city council may 
submit the issue for referendum on 
the September ballot. In addition 
to an overpass committee, the 
board in May 1978 had established 
committees on parking, communi¬ 
cations, social/recreational, finance, 
security, lighting, and grounds to 
advise the board. The Communica¬ 
tions Committee published three 
issues of its Phase I Flyer during 
the year. Last December the board 
hired a new management firm. 
Condominium Venture, Inc. (Ste¬ 
phen Bupp, President) to replace 
J.A.S. Properties. Phase I had 
instigated the repair of Greenbriar 
tennis courts and successfully lob¬ 
bied for speed limit and stop signs 
on Hanover Parkway and Man dan 
Road. Working closely with Social 
Director Dorothy Rothgeb. Phase I 
held a successful pool picnic party 
last July. 

Annual Budget 

Treasurer Ann Perkins reviewed 
the $387,306 1978 condominium bud¬ 
get, more than half went to pay 
utility bills, and highlighted the 
proposed $426,757 1979 Phase I bud¬ 
get. She noted only 4 owners were 
delinquent in their condominium 
fees compared with 60 at the same 
time the previous year. Legal liai¬ 
son Clifton Brown briefly sketched 
the status of a lawsuit for the col¬ 
lection of unpaid 1975-+76 condomin-

There is an element here in our 
midst determined to sabotage any 
effort to block the inroads of self- 
interested developers.

Tuesday night, March 27, a large 
group of people who believed we 
needed a farsighted organization to 
protect us from encroachment of 
urban expansion to our hard earn¬ 
ed protected green belt were stym 
ied and discouraged by a few demi¬ 
gods determined to block concerted 
efforts on the part of the medium 
income homeowners who hope to 
keep Greenbeit open to low and 
medium income homemakers.

A Wise Investment 

To the Editor: 

In 1978, the average price paid by 
GHI for fuel oil was 43.011 cents 
per gallon. The latest prices are 
51.74 cents for tank wagon delivery 
and 50.98 cents for tractor trailer 
delivery. Rased on the GHI pat¬ 
tern of consumption, these work 
out to 51.436 cents per gallon, or 
19.59 per cent more than the 1978 
price. No one can say what the 
price will be by the end of the year. 
We can hope that the average for 
1979 will not exceed that for 1978 
by more than 20 per cent, but it 
may be a vain hope. 

These developments are dishear¬ 
tening, but GHI members can take 
some comfort from decisions made 
in 1974, 1975, and 1976 to invest more 
than $1 million to improve their 
heating plants. Because of them, 
fuel oil costs since 1973 have been 
more than $700,000 less than they 
would have been had the improve¬ 
ments not been fnade. The recent 
surge in fuel oil prices ensures 
that the remainder of the $1 
million investment will be recover¬ 
ed by the end of this year. 

Oil consumption was reduced by 
28 per cent between 1973 and 1978. 
The fuel conservation projects in¬ 
cluded in the membership-approved 
rehabilitation program are expect ¬ 
ed to yield upon completion at least 
an additional 18 per cent reduction 
from the 1973 level. To the extent 
that this expectation is realized, 
GHI members can take additional 
comfort.

An Unsigned Handout 

To the Editor: 

I had hoped there would not be 
a need for this letter, as it most 
likely will lead to a running battle 
on views dealing with Greenbeit 
Homes, Inc. affairs. However, I 
feel there is a need to put certain 
matters into a better perspective. 

A small group of anonymous per¬ 
sons seems to delight in trying to 
divide this housing cooperative into 
three groups who would be at odds 
with each other — the members, 
the board of directors, and the co¬ 
operative’s management and main¬ 
tenance staffs. The latest tactic 
was to distribute to doorsteps on 
Saturday night, under cover of 
darkness, an unsigned handout 
with a closing phrase of “Stand Up 
and Re Counted." Accordingly, I 
will try to point out some state¬ 
ments in this SUABC handout that 
I feel need further elaboration, so 
both sides of the issues can be 
brought to light. 

First, it should be. understood 
that all members on the board of 
directors are' GHI members who 
were elected or duly appointed un¬ 
der terms of the bylaws. Matters 
which they deal with affect them 
just as much as they do the newest 
member. Their interest in good 
management can be documented by 
the many hours which the board 
and committees spend in budget 
work sessions and other meetings 
with the management staff. The 
Audit Committee, which js also el¬ 
ected through members’ votes,, is 
responsible for seeing that GHI is 
run properly and also participates 
in board, committee and member¬ 
ship meetings. 

Given this background, I will now 
address one of the points made in 
the SUABC flyer. The initial state- 
nient made in the flyer quotes Pre¬ 
sident Jim Smith as saying that “it 
would be necessary to raise monthly 
operating charges next year 15% to 
combat raising (sic) oil prices. This 
before any charges are made for 
rehabilitation." If member^ will 
recall, the objective of GHI, in spite 
of rising prices, is to stay within 
a 10% limit on increases, including 
provision for rehabilitation. If oil 
costs continue to rise at the un¬ 
precedented rate that they have 
done since December, the board 
may have to come to the member¬ 
ship for its approval of increases 
over 10% in monthly charges. The 
board has no authority to do this 
by itself. 

This letter, is written by 
me as a member of GHI and not 
as a member of the board.

Anonymous Flyer 

To the Editor: 

An amazing flyer was dropped at 
GHI doors last week. For one thing, 
it was anonymous, although it end¬ 
ed by commanding us to “stand up 
and be counted." I’ve always sup¬ 
posed that meant one signed one’s 
name. 

It quoted Jim Smith as telling 
City Council that CHI's operating 
costs would go up 15% next year. 
What Smith told Council was that 
unless the rehab program, designed 
to save heating costs, went into ef¬ 
fect, operating , charges indeed 
would rise. There’s a diff erence here. 

Then the anonymous author sug¬ 
gested that costs might stay down 
if payroll and gasoline “used for 
personnel to cruise around Green- 
belt" were reduced. Aren’t the 
sponsors of these throwaways, al¬ 
ways eager to cut other people’s 
wages, aware that we cannot expect 
our employees to go without food? 
Do they really think that gas6i!ne 
in GHI’s vehicles makes much im 
pression on a budget the size of 
ours? 

As to the codicil, I fail to get 
their point. I received something 
that said that we could get the 
rehab at lower interest rate if we 
signed the codicil. I signed it. Why 
do they want me to pay higher in¬ 
terest than I need to? Do they 
really think that board members, 
like themselves paying rehab costs, 
will not try to get us the best pos¬ 
sible loan at the best possible inter¬ 
est rates? Why do they think these 
fellow GHI members will always be 
out to rook us? 

As a matter of fact, why are 
these people so opposed to a loan? 
Surely they do not think most 
members wish to pay cash for their 
share of the rehabilitation. 

We did have a membership vote 
on the rehab program. The anony¬ 
mous authors of this ridiculous 
throwaway, have doubtless forgot¬ 
ten that they were voted down on 
their proposals to let our houses 
fall around our ears. 

The flyer even says, as usual, 
that we need yet ANOTHER in¬ 
ternal audit of management. They 
certainly have short memories. We 
had one at great expense a few 
years ago after incessant com¬ 
plaints on their part. The report 
did make suggestions for improve¬ 
ment but also said that given the 
limited personnel in the manage¬ 
ment and maintenance staffs we 
were well managed. We do have 
CPA’s examine our books. And by 
the way, in “This audit to be done 
by a Arm of our choosing," just 
who is “our"? A ghost? No name 
is submitted to give the rest of us 
members a clue. 

The last paragraph proposes a 
“clean sweep" of GHI and new fac¬ 
es in top management to build “our" 
confidence. My confidence wouldn’t 
be built up one bit by thinking that 
GHI might be under the control of 
people who can produce this sort of 
flyer, replete with specious logic, 
silly thinking, innuendos and dis¬ 
tortions — and who further do not 
sign their names— . . . 

What are these people really dri¬ 
ving at? Who or what is really be¬ 
hind it? Why do they want' to 
wreck a good cooperative? And 
since nothing pleases them, why 
don’t they just move some place 
they will like better?

GHI NOTES 

Why hasn’t rehabilitation begun 
yet? This is a question many mem¬ 
bers have been asking over the 
last several months. The answer 
is that GHI is still working out the 
financing arrangements for reha¬ 
bilitation. Two methods now seem 
likely: revenue bond financing 
through the city of Greenbelt or 
financing through the Maryland 


Community Development Adminis¬ 
tration (CDA). 

With revenue bond financing, the 
city will need to have a charter 
amendment which will necessitate 
a public hearing and possibly a 
referendum. With state financing 
CODA), it will be necessary for at 
least half of the members under 
the “old” contract (those who be¬ 
came members of GHI prior to 
February, 1978) to sign an amend¬ 


ment to their Mutual Ownership 
Contract which would permit GHI 
to obtain insurance from the Mary¬ 
land Housing Fund. If this is ac¬ 
complished, GHI will be able to get 
a rehabilitation loan at 7% interest, 
instead of conventional rates, 12- 
13%. 

Members who have questions a- 
bout signing the amendment are 
urged to attend the information 


hearing on Saturday, April 7, from 
10:30 a.m. till noon at the Greenbelt 
Library.

Metro will hold a public hearing 
om proposed changes in bus service 
on some routes on Wednesday, Ap¬ 
ril 11 at 7:30 p.m. at Kenmoor 
Junior High School, 2500 Kenmoor 
Drive, Land over. 

Proposed changes in weekday 
service of buses serving Greenbelt 
occur on the F6 and T16 routes. 

Recommended for elimination on 
the F6 are the eastbound route 
which leaves Prince Georges Plaza 
for Greenbelt at 5:55 a.m., the 6:30 
a.m. bus for Greenbelt from Silver 
Spring to Greenbelt, and the 9:50 
ajn. and 10:07 p.m. trips out of 
Greenbelt. 

Scheduled for elimination on the 
T16 routes are the 'buses that leave 
Beltway Plaza at 10:55 a.m. and 
7:55 p.m. (both would pass through 
Greenbelt on the way to the New 
Carrollton Metro station.) On Sat¬ 
urday the 10:50 a.m. bus from Belt- 
way Plaza would also be cut out. 

Also affecting Greenbelt would be 
proposed changes in the F4 Satur¬ 
day service. Since the F6 which 
runs between Greenbelt and Silver 
Spring does not run on Saturdays, 
Greenbelters who want to go to 
Silver Spring by bus on Saturday 
can now take the T16 or R12 to 
Beltway Plaza, transfer there to the 
C2 and ride to Prince Georges Fla- 
za^tnd transfer to the F4 to com¬ 
plete their trip.

tion to keep on top of land develop¬ 
ment in and around the area, pub¬ 
lic services, shopping facilities — 
and the problems of traffic. He did 
not agree with the majority present 
who saw a need for single family 
development in Greenbelt. As a 
tenant and non-homeowner, he felt 
there was a limited amount of space 
in the metropolitan area for those 
people who want to live here. 
“There is not enough space for 
single-family dwellings/' he assert¬ 
ed. 

Hensel took issue with objectives 
dealing with elections. She declared 
it “would be a duplication of effort" 
since the Democratic and Republi¬ 
can parties dealt with election mat¬ 
ters. Her priority was “fighting 
land speculators . . . Developers 
have 20 year plans and we are not 
in those plans ... if we don't or¬ 
ganize and fight, we are going to 
be pushed out of the community 
and lose our homes . . . organize 
tonight and we will do good work 
or we are going to die . . ." Hensel 
asked for more persons to carry 
petitions opposing the rezoning of 
parcels 3 and 4. 

GHI 

It appeared to be the consensus of 
the group that objectives should in¬ 
clude voter education and registra¬ 
tion, land use, reapportionment, a 
Meet the Candidates Night and the 
preservation of Greenbelt. Omitted 
from the list was GHI rehabilita¬ 
tion which appeared as a topic in 
Hensel’s statement and in the an¬ 
nouncement of the meeting in the 
News Review. 

Hensel had referred to “organiz¬ 
ing against cosmetic renovations, 
versus needed repairs." This drew 
sparks from many. Moryadas, a 
GHI board member, wanted to 
know if Hensel had read the reha¬ 
bilitation plan. Hensel said "no” 
but that her statement was based 
on persons who thought that way. 
Moryadas admonished,, “Before you 
talk about ‘cosmetics' find out more 
about the plan . . we’ve had to 
let go some of the aesthetics to take 
care of the basics . . ." 

Other questions on GHI were ad¬ 
dressed to Smith, president of GHI, 
and for a while this reporter felt 
she was covering a GHI meeting. 
Moryadas and others, including 1 
Peterson, thought the group should 
not involve itself in the internal 
and domestic affairs of housing 
groups such as GHI, Lakeside, 
Boxwood, etc. 

Finally a steering committee was 
formed: Alice and Ed Janies, Jan¬ 
et James, Richard Ley, Barry 
Schlesinger, Beverly and Roy Col¬ 
vin, Diane Hogrefe, Tony McCar¬ 
thy, Steve Polaschick, Bettie Den¬ 
son, Mary Welsh, and Irene Hensel.

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KNOW YOUR COUNCIL 


Charles F. Schwan, Jr.

Councilman Charles Schwan’s life has been intertwined in the* 
affairs of Greenbelt for close to twenty years. His involvement 
has been in varied capacities from Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) 
board member and president, to city council member of eight years. 
He served as co-chairman of the Freedom of the Press Committee 
in support of the News Review during the 4 years of the libel suit 
and has been active in school issues in Greenbelt including the 
location of the Eleanor Roosevelt High School and later, its curri¬ 
culum and attendance zones. More recently he played a major 
role coordinating Greenbelt’s opposition to the School Board’s con¬ 
troversial Demographic Study Alternatives 1 and 2. 

Schwan cites two projects that lege in Hiram, Ohio and after earn- 
he took part in that he is pleased 
to see come to fruition. The pros¬ 
pective opening of senior citizens' 
housing after years of work by ma¬ 
ny people represents great achieve-* 
ment to Schwan. He emphasizes 
that this particular project has a 
beginning and a conclusion. Many 
problems he has seen during ~his 
tenure in office "have no real 
resolution/’ he says, "and if a prob¬ 
lem is resolved - something new 
takes its place.” The transforma¬ 
tion of Greenbelt CARES into a city 
department represents another suc¬ 
cessful undertaking. CARES began 
as an experimental program sup¬ 
ported by the federal government. 

Later the federal funding was re¬ 
duced and Greenbelt began to as¬ 
sume a greater share of the cost 
burden. Schwan feels that the pro¬ 
gram, now a city province, per¬ 
forms a vital service in Greenbelt 
by dealing with the problems of 
the youth, which very often reflect 
broader social and familial prob¬ 
lems. 

Schwan is also proud that when 
he was president of GHI, the hous¬ 
ing cooperative assumed a formal 
and active role in exerting influ¬ 
ence on the physical development of 
Greenbelt, He himself was a parti¬ 
cipant in the fight for lower density 
zoning during the years the Master 
Plan for Greenbelt and College 
Park was considered. Additionally, 
he was involved in the battle by 
the city to move Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School to its present location. 

Although he became active in 
the GHI structure in the early 
1960’s, Schwan and his family had 
come to Washington in 1952. He 
was raised in Western New York 
state in Fredonia, midway between 
Buffalo and Erie, Pennsylvania. 

Schwan served in the Army for al¬ 
most five years, completing his 
service as a captain. He majored 
in political science at Hiram Col- 


ing his bachelor’s degree in 1948, 
went on to graduate work at Syra¬ 
cuse University, Syracuse, New 
York. He forthrightly says that he 
enjoyed school and was a good stu¬ 
dent, earning the distinctions of 
being a teaching assistant, a fellow 
and an instructor. Schwan relocat¬ 
ed in the Washington area to work 
for the Council of State Govern¬ 
ments which was the secretariat 
for the National Governor’s Con¬ 
ference and other organizations of 
state officials. 

Settles in Greenbelt 

The family settled in Greenbelt 
because as Schwan says "I had 
heard of it for years and it ap¬ 
pealed to me.” After visiting the 
community he was impressed and 
decided to make his home here. 
Greenbelt offered the opportunity 
for community feelings, it, was a 
good place for children and in his 
words "anyone who lives here is 
fortunate.” He has stayed in 
Greenbelt because he finds that it 
functions as a community, a plSce 
where one can make his or her in¬ 
fluence felt at different levels and 
in varying activities. 

His three children all live in the 
area, the eldest Charles, living in 
Lanham; his younger son Paul who 
is himself a Greenbelt resident; and 
his daughter Peggy who .lives in 
Silver Spring. 

Seeks GHI Office 

As his children grew, Schwan 
began to take an interest in GHI 
and in 1963 he ran for the board 
for the first time. His concern a- 
bout physical development in and 
around Greenbelt led him to seek 
GHI office and to serve a total of 
four terms. 

This very reason, along with 
other motivations, impelled him to 
run for city council in September of 
1971. Schwan firmly expresses that 
he’s always enjoyed what he was

Twin Pines Holds Annual Elections

The 22nd annual meeting of 
the members of Twin Pines Sa¬ 
vings and Loan Association was 
marked with relative harmony, 
in comparison with meetings of 
recent years.

Ruth 
Allen Davis and incumbent Bob 
Greig were unanimously elected to 
two year terms on the Member 
Relations Committee, joining in¬ 
cumbents Theresa Downey and Mu¬ 
riel Weidenfeld, Incumbents Miri¬ 
am Reynolds and Helen Geller, and 
newcomer Ottilie Van Allen were 
elected to two year terms on the 


Nominations and Elections Com 
Snittee, joining incumbents Kather¬ 
ine Keene and Sonia Garin. (See 
accompanying box for election re¬ 
sults). 

Board President Peter Watters 
notes that the joint GHI/Twin 
Pines committee that was supposed 
to serve as a communications or¬ 
gan for both organizations never 
materialized follpwing the Board of 
Director’s decision last April not 
to refinance GHI loans at a lower 
rate of interest. That item had 
served as the major spark of con¬ 
troversy at the 1978 meeting.

At the County Level • 

National Historic Register Listing: 
What It Might Mean For Greenbelt 


(This is the second of two ar¬ 
ticles which look at the practical 
meaning for Greenbelt of listing 
on the National Historic Regis¬ 
ter. Regulations at the national 
level, the subject of the first ar¬ 
ticleappear to be largely advi¬ 
sory in nature. Regulations at 
the county level, the subject of 
this article, can be quite differ¬ 
ent.)

At the present time there 
would be no legal impact from 
county ordinances if parts of 
Greenbelt were listed on the 
National Historic Register. 
However, a study now under¬ 
way could change that. 

"No. There are no county regu¬ 
lations or rules that would affect 
Greenbelt, if it were listed on the 
register,” James Collins told the 
News Review recently. Collins is 
Chief of General Plans Division of 
the Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission. "But 
we do have a policy of looking 
carefully at historic places when 
we are reviewing a plan. We try 
to make sure the value of the site 
is enhanced . . . . ” Collins sug¬ 
gested the News Review contact 
John Walton, MNCPPC Park His¬ 
torian, for a closer look. 

Early in 1978, according to Wal¬ 
ton, the county council established 
the Prince Georges Historic and 
Cultural Trust to undertake a three- 
part study to: 1. update the in¬ 
ventory of cultural and historic 
sites completed in 1975; 2. identify 
funding sources for preservation; 
and 3. prepare draft legislation for 
consideration by county council. 
Members of the Trust Commission 


are appointed by the county exec¬ 
utive. A paid coordinator works 
under Walton’s supervision. 

Inventory 

An extensive field search, carried 
out from 1972 to 1975,' produced a 
rough inventory of county sites. 
The Maryland Historical Trust, 
which ordered such inventories 
throughout the state, contracted 
with MNCPPC to handle the job 
in PG and Montgomery counties. 

"Some of this work was pretty 
subjective,” according to Walton, 
who has been with MNCPPC three 
years. "Some listings should not be 
there, others were omitted.” Green¬ 
belt is on the list. 

Now each listing will be reviewed 
and assigned a priority rating. 
"When a project comes up that 
threatens to demolish a site,” Wal¬ 
ton explained, “the county needs to 
know quickly what they are dealing 
with. Is it a site of the highest 
importance to save? The historical 
and architectural significance, phy¬ 
sical condition of the building, zon¬ 
ing of surrounding land — all will 
be weighed and a value assigned. 
If the site is on the National Regis¬ 
ter, it will automatically be a class 
I site. 

Legislation 

Draft Historic Zoning Area legis¬ 
lation was prepared for the county 
council in 1974-75, but not approved. 
New legislation now being drafted 
will probably go before council la¬ 
ter this year or next. Walton ex¬ 
pects it to be voted on during this 
session. 

Legislation at the county level is 
specific. "There would be restric¬ 
tions on whether historic buildings 
could be torn down,” Walton said. 
"Also, procedures would be develop¬ 
ed for review and approval of ap¬ 


plications to change existing struc¬ 
tures.” Both Howard and Mont¬ 
gomery counties have gone this 
route. So has the City of Rockville. 

Howard County 

Howard County's legislation calls 
for special historic zoning districts 
and an Historic District Commis¬ 
sion. At the present time only one 
such district in the county, Ellicott 
City, has been so zoned. The Com¬ 
mission has broad powers “to review 
any application to construct, alter, 
reconstruct, move, demolish or re¬ 
pair any structure within the His¬ 
toric District, if . . • changes 

would affect the exterior appear¬ 
ance . . . , and to approve or 
reject such application ...” The 
Commission is also directed to "be 
strict in its judgment of plans for 
structures deemed to be valuable. ..” 

Pamela James, Maryland Histori¬ 
cal Trust ofl&cer, told the News Re¬ 
view that if Prince Georges County 
were to decide to write such legis¬ 
lation, it would be similar to that 
of Howard County in that it would 
be based on the same state enabling 
legislation. "It would be up to 
Greenbelt,” she said, "to actively 
participate at that time to ensure 
the legislation would be written to 
Greenbelt’s satisfaction.” James 
and Walton both assumed that the 
county would want all sites listed 
on the National Historic Register 
also to be included in county his¬ 
toric districts or sites. 

Greenbelt, at that point, might 
have the opportunity to opt in or 
out of the special zoning district. 
James thought a clause inserted 
into the legislation requiring a ma¬ 
jority vote by property owners be¬ 
fore \nelusion in tffe local historic 
district might be a protection 
a™—T, e lt would want to have. 


“Financial Disclosure” or “Conflict of Interest” 

Code for Members of APB Discussed by City Council

Eunice Coxon, 9 Research, 
appeared for the second time 
before council at its March 12 
meeting, requesting some kind 
of financial disclosure for mem¬ 
bers of the Advisory Planning 
Board. She had expressed con¬ 
cern at the recent report in the 
News Review that Gil Weiden¬ 
feld, a member of City Council 
and Donald Volk and Mary 
Clarke, members of the Advis¬ 
ory Planning Board are nego¬ 
tiating to purchase 1.7 acres of 
land from the same owners 
(Reiner, Lerner, Amflierman, 
Trustees) with whom the city 
has official dealings—acquisition 
through condemnation of part 
of parcel 2; rezoning applica¬ 
tions pending on parcels 1, 2, 
3, and 4; and development plans 
for parcel 15. Coxon also wan¬ 
ted the minutes of the APB to 
reflect the voting records of its 
members, including any absten¬ 
tions. 

She urged council to enact an 
ordinance patterned after that of 
Bowie, quoting what she felt were 
significant portions of the 1975 Bo¬ 
wie ordinance that established 
"Conflict of Interest and Financial 
Disclosure Regulations and a Code 
of Ethics", which apply to the city 
council, manager, department 
heads, members of the Bowie Ad¬ 
visory Planning Board and the 
Economic Development Committee. 
She also presented copies of the 
entire set of regulations and a set 
of forms to acting, city clerk Doro¬ 
thy Lauber, and asked that the 
matter be referred to the Commun¬ 
ity Relations Advisory Board 
(CRAB) for comment. 

Councilman Richard Castaldi a- 
fcreed with Coxon on the "need for 
open government.” He felt there 
is an "extreme burden placed on” 
APB members who deal primarily 
with "land actions”. He also asked 
that CRAB comment on the prob¬ 
lem. 

Councilman Thomas X. White 
disagreed on the need to involve 
CRAB. APB, he said, “advises 
council. The issue is simple: 


should disclosure be part of serv¬ 
ing on APB?” He felt the subject 
would be worth consideration and 
proposed that a "fairly simple dis¬ 
closure statement be developed.” 
Councilman Charles Schwan a- 
greed, though he made sure, first, 
that council wasn't making a de¬ 
cision yet, but just calling for a 
study. 

Mayor Richard Pilski and Cas¬ 
taldi both wanted comments from 
APB and PRAB, as well as CRAB, 
“I want to know how they feel 
about a disclosure rule,” said Cas¬ 
taldi. "I want as much input” as 
I can get and "weigh it all before 
making a decision.” 

In his memorandum to council, 
City Manager James K. Giese had 
reminded council that when it "last 
considered financial disclosure re¬ 
quirements, advisory board mem¬ 
bers were not included because: 

(1) they serve without compensa¬ 
tion in a voluntary capacity and 
the reporting requirements would 
be an undue burden on them and 

(2) they have no legislative or min¬ 
isterial responsibilities and do not 
serve in any official capacity, but 
serve only as advisors to the coun¬ 
cil.” 

In further comment Giese said: 
"It should be noted that in the sit¬ 
uation that has brought about this 
request there appears to be no fi¬ 
nancial interest involved as there is 
nothing to indicate that the mem¬ 
bers will benefit in any way from 
the zoning proposal or own any 
interest in the land involved. The 
members are voluntarily refraining 
from participating So as to avoid 
the remotest appearance of an in¬ 
terest conflict. It should be rioted 
further that in matters of planning 
and zoning, all Greenbelt property 
owners and possibly all Greenbelt 
residents may have to some extent 
a direct or indirect financial inter¬ 
est.” In this zoning matter, he 
added, certainly those adjacent pro¬ 
perty owners who are "advising”’ 
the city council with their letters, 
petitions and appearances at meet¬ 
ings "have a financial interest that 
is as great or greater than that of 
the two APB members.” 

Nevertheless, council appeared 
willing to pursue the matter. W*rite 
felt it would be proper to consider 


disclosure only for members of APB 
“because they are given privileged 
information on land use and zoning 
questions that other citizens are 
not given.” He called for council 
to direct staff to present a format, 
"something the APB could com¬ 
ment on.” Citizens in the audience 
also supported the idea. 

Betty Denson, 59 Ridge Rd., urged 
council to proceed with some form 
of disclosure, declaring that "it is 
very important that we know what 
interests these people have.” Rich¬ 
ard Ley agreed that "their interests 
should be a matter of record.” 

Donald Volk, APB chairman, who 
was present, responded to inquiries 
from Pilski, saying “it doesn’t 
sound unduly onerous.” Tony Mc¬ 
Carthy also commented: "APB does 
stand in special relationship to 
council ” he said “A simple disclo¬ 
sure of real estate, current dealings 
with developers would clear the air 
without being unduly onerous.” 

No Wrong Doing 

Schwan recommended to council 
that "staff collect the information 
offered and develop a simple me¬ 
thod of financial disclosure that 
APB members could fill out” 
Schwan, concerned by what had 
prompted the calls for disclosure, 
wondered whether there was sus¬ 
picion "on the part of some (of) 
some wrong doing. There has been 
no wrong doing/’ he asserted. 
"While I agree with Mr. Ley that 
we could require financial disclo¬ 
sure, I hope we could still rely on 
honesty,” be added. By way of 
explanation he noted that "if APB 
were required to file a statement 
identical to what council and city 
manager file (much more thorough 
than what had been suggested for 
APB) we wouldn’t have learned any 
sooner that these three persons 
had sought to purchase property. 
In the meantime,” said Schwan 
"without their prior knowledge, the 
owner came in with a petition for 
a change of zoning on other pieces 
of property. Quite clearly these 
individuals decided to abstain. They 
took no part in the petition for 
rezoning parcels 3 and 4.” Every¬ 
thing they've done, he declared, has 
"been strictly up to the highest 
standards—above the suspicion of 
suspicion.” 
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Improving Communications Occupies 
Greenbelt Homes Board and Members

Communication be tween 
members and administration 
was the subject most discussed 
at a long Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
Board of Directors meeting 
Thursday, March 22. The meet¬ 
ing was chaired by vice-presi¬ 
dent Wayne Williams in the ab¬ 
sence of president Jim Smith. 
All other directors were pres¬ 
ent, although a few came in 
late. 

A special report from the Audit 
Committee, read by Arthur Gropp, 
Chairman, recommended “an edu¬ 
cational and informational program 
for GHI members in the concept, 
functions, and operation of a co¬ 
operative community.” The com¬ 
mittee requested “a constant flow 
of information from board and 
management to the membership,” 
to build knowledge of the meaning 
of a housing cooperative and do 
away with the tendency of mem¬ 
bers to think in terms of “landlord- 
tenant” relationships. 

The report suggested supple¬ 
menting GHI news as published in 
the Greenbelt News Review and the 
GHI News Letter by communica¬ 
tions to membership from officers 
of the board and management (pos¬ 
sibly in the form of a Rehabilita¬ 
tion Bulletin and similar to City 
Notes published in the News Re.- 
view t special orientation meetings 
for new members, and updating of 
the corporation’s Handbook. 

The board considered holding a 
“gripe” night at which members 
could feel free to discuss problems 
and ask for information. They also 
talked of having more meetings in 
members’ homes and of updating 
the court captain system. 

Finally it was decided to hold an 
informational meeting on the pro¬ 
gress of the rehabilitation program 
and the need for members to sign 
the amendment to their mutual 
ownership contracts making it pos¬ 
sible to obtain loans at a low inter¬ 
est rate. Meetings will be held April 
4 at North End School and April 
8 at the library. 

Comm un icat i on 

A problem in communication was 
pointed out by a group of members 
from 73 court Ridge Rd. These 
members had previously petitioned 
the board with a request that 
something be done about the water 
situation in their court, such as 
frequent lack of hot water and low 
pressure. This time they were back 
to the board to protest the manner 
in which the request had been han¬ 
dled. With no previous notifica¬ 
tion to members, they said, digging 
with a backhoe had begun. They 
felt that in the absence of a 
real emergency such as a 
broken water pipe, at least 24 hours 
notice should have been given be¬ 
fore digging was to begin in some¬ 
one’s yard. Spokeswoman Debbie 
Rossetti asked that office staff call 
members in advance. The board 
was sympathetic to the petitioners 
and asked management to give at 
least 24 hours notice of scheduled 
work whenever possible. 

Member Ed James, 58 Ridge, 
asked the board to set up a com¬ 
mittee to study replacing hot water 
heating with electric heat. Director 
Margaret Hcgensen advised him 
that the board already had an ad 
hoc committee which was in the 
process of getting figures on con¬ 
verting as well as “a whole gamut 
of ways to heat hot water.” 

Elections Committee 

Janet James, chairman of the 
Nominations and Elections Com¬ 
mittee, read her committee’s recom¬ 
mendation that since there is now 
an elevator in the city office build¬ 
ing, that building should be the pol¬ 
ling place for the 1979 annual meet¬ 
ing. James also told the board that 
the committee members did not feel 
that they did any more than mem¬ 
bers of other committees and did 
not want to be compensated for the 
job, as had been suggested by a 
member at a previous meeting. 
James did say that the board might 
want to consider compensating com¬ 
mittee members for loss of job time 
because of their need to be at the 
polling place on the second day of 
ihe annual meeting, 


Bylaw' Update? 

Any such changes would necessi¬ 
tate a bylaw change and could be 
considered by a bylaw committee. 
Since it was felt that it was time 
for a bylaw update, the board de¬ 
cided to appoint an ad hoc bylaw 
committee made up entirely of non¬ 
board members. Action will be ta¬ 
ken at the next board meeting. Any¬ 
one wishing to serve on this com¬ 
mittee should notify a board mem¬ 
ber. 

Eight one-bedroom apartment 
units on Laurel Hill Rd. owned by 
GHI were considered for dismant¬ 
ling because they had been built 
on unstable ground and were ex¬ 
pensive to shore up or to rehabili¬ 
tate. The board hesitated to take 
such action because the tenants, 
aware of the problem, chose to stay 
there and because places with such 
low rents might be hard to find 
elsewhere. The item was scheduled 
for discussion at the next board 
meeting. 

Inspections Completed 

Ove Kongsted, staff engineer, re¬ 
ported that all exterior inspections 
on masonry and frame homes and 
300 interior inspections have been 
completed. A check for smoke de¬ 
tectors found that more than 90% 
of homes had them. Board mem¬ 
bers worried that insurance cover¬ 
age would be threatened in those 
homes that did not have detectors 
since it is now the law that all 
multiple family homes have them 
installed. Manager Roy Breashears 
pointed out that this information 
was not stated in the contract. 
Breashears did note that members 
found not to have detectors would 
receive a letter from management 
informing them of the necessity of 
complying with the law and of the 
fine which could be assessed for 
non-compliance. Although he be¬ 
lieved the member to be respbnsible 
for this fine, he was asking for a 
legal opinion from Attorney A1 
Ginsberg to make sure the corpora- 


Crawl Spaces 

The manager reported that the 
crawl spaces of 47 rows of frame 
. homes have been insulated and 
that 44 of them have been inspected 
and approved by the county; three 
are ready for inspection. Since it 
has been possible to hire two more 
insulators, work is proceeding at 
the rate of approximately one row 
per day.

The board also: heard a request 
for permission to erect a 6-tft stock¬ 
ade type privacy screen by a mem¬ 
ber who wished to keep her dog 
away from neighborhood children 
who teased it, were informed of 
legislation in the state legislature 
concerning co-ops and were remin¬ 
ded about the annual meeting of 
the Potomac Association of Hous¬ 
ing Cooperatives in Hampton, Va. 
April 14. They also heard a report 
on a County Council meeting on 
community block grants attended 
by director Bobbi McCarthy and 
Deputy General Manager Ken Kop- 
stein, $60,000 is included in the 
proposal for improving Hillside be¬ 
tween Research and Laurel Hill in¬ 
cluding the constructiton of a pe¬ 
destrian underpass. $20,000 was 
provided for the rehabilitation loan 
specialist and $40,000 to Greenbelt 
Homes for a loan development pro¬ 
gram.

doing — whether it was his work or 
his involvement in city affairs. 

In 1968 he left the Council of 
State Governments and formed his 
own consulting firm. He and his 
partner were consultants on gov¬ 
ernmental affairs specializing in in¬ 
tergovernmental relations. He stay¬ 
ed with this phase of his career 
until 1973 when he made the de¬ 
cision to retire. 

Schwan felt that he had enjoyed 
a good career and that he wanted 
to devote his time to community 
activities. He observes that there 
are many things which need to be 
done for which there is little or no 
remuneration. He has enjoyed per¬ 
forming these services, and is not 
limited by other obligations. He 
states that he is egotistical enough 
to feel that he can make a worth¬ 
while contribution to the city. 

Current Problems 

Schwan sees the integration of 
the areas west and east of the core 
of Greenbelt a continuing problem. 
He describes the differences in the 
communities in terms of their lo¬ 
cations. Schwan considers the high¬ 
ways which wend their way 
through Greenbelt as dividers that 
physically separate neighborhoods. 
He hopes that the problem of unity 
may be alleviated by the overpass 
which will connect Greenbriar with 
the core of the community. The 
construction of the Metro terminal 
will most likely bring a pedestrian 
overpass over the Beltway, west of 
Kenilworth, if not something which 
will accommodate bicycles or per¬ 
haps a byway restricted to buses. 
This will link the Springhill Lake 
complex to the central area where 
most of the community services are 
located. Schwan foresees that 
these bridges will facilitate friend¬ 
ships in all parts of the city and 
create the closeness that is lacking 
between communities. 

ghi 

Schwan sees the future of GHI 
and Greenbelt aligned to each other. 
His concern is that further physi¬ 
cal deterioration of GHI and of 
the commercial center will have a 
great impact, not only on those 
areas themselves, but on the rest 
of the community. He also believes 
that the two rehabilitation projects 
should be accomplished simultane¬ 
ously. 

Another Bond Issue? 

Schwan ponders the possibility of 
another bond issue. The $950,000 
gained from the 1969 bond issue 
which was floated for parkland ac¬ 
quisition is almost depleted. He 
admires City Manager James 
K, Giese’s aptitude which stretched 
$950,000 into $2,114,000 by taking 
advantage of all grant possibilities. 
In the near future monies will be 
needed for major road reconstruc¬ 
tion and additional parkland and 
Schwan is concerned as to where 
.these funds will come from. 

Charles Schwan has lent his en¬ 
ergy and abilities to other organi¬ 
sations outside city limits. He was 
■involved in the International Asso¬ 
ciation of Chiefs of Police; served 
on the Advisory Committees on Air 
Pollution Control Grants, U.S. Pub¬ 
lic Health Service and on Water 
Data Use, U.S. Geological SuFvey 
and was the Secretary of the Na¬ 
tional Association of State Boat¬ 
ing Administrators and a member 
of the Advisory Panel of State Offi¬ 
cials to Merchant Marine Council, 
U. S. Coast Guard. Schwan cur¬ 
rently serves on the Council of 
Governments Land Use Committee. 

City Elections 

Schwan supports the existing 
mode of election and government 
in Greenbelt and although not op¬ 
posed to change, he maintains that 
the burden of proof for any changes 
would rest with those who proposed 
the alterations. He considers that 
the at-large system has worked well 
for the city and would continue to 
provide a degree of flexibility. 
“Representation by districts might 
be necessary if Greenbelt were 
much larger,” he observes, but he 
again indicates that he would have 
■to be effectively persuaded to 
change. He likes the small five- 
member council because council 
business can be accomplished with¬ 
in a reasonable time period, allow¬ 
ing for a respectable amount of 
citizen contributions. 

Schwan believes that there has 
been a “tradition of good govern¬ 
ment” in Greenbelt and is confident 
lhat this tradition will continue.

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Cares: 7 Years Of Service To Youth

We often hear that “today’s 
youth will be running the world 
tomorrow.” But in this world 
of non-involvement, unconcern, 
impersonalism and, “looking out 
for number one,” some of those 
young people may need some 
help. 

If they live in Greenbelt they 
can turn to Greenbelt CARES, 
a youth services bureau that 
offers a variety of services to 
young people and their families. 
Individual, family and group 
counseling, tutoring, a Big Sib 
program, and crisis intervention 
are just a few of the services 
that are offered. 

The Greenbelt CARES program 
was started in 1972 by phychologist 
and Greenbelt resident, Leo Walder. 
At the time Walder, who was doing 
research on problems relating to 
aggression in children, was running 
a project elsewhere teaching par¬ 
ents and children how behaviors 
are acquired. Dr. Walder was then 
asked by Greenbelt residents to 
start a similar program in Green¬ 
belt, 

The first meetings of the found¬ 
ing group were held in the base¬ 
ment of the Community Church. 
The program represented a “walk- 
in” service held once a week, it 
had no formalized structure; people 

New Subdivision Plats 
For Stidham /Nationwide

One item of business for coun¬ 
cil’s March 12 meeting was the 
consideration of a resubdivision of 
the Stidham-Nationwide Office 
Building property. The new plat of 
the subdivision attempts to correct 
two problems with the property — 
the location of the easement for the 
Springhill Lake cut-off, and a 
building restriction line. Council 
had received a report from the Ad¬ 
visory Planning Board (APB) rec¬ 
ommending cooperation in return 
for more landscaping on the pro¬ 
perty. Council accepted this rec¬ 
ommendation. 

A ten foot building restriction line 
along the Springhill Lake cut-off 
was originally placed by the State 
Highway Administration (SHA) 
for possible future modification of 
the cut-off. Later SHA agreed to 
move the future cut-off to the 
north. However, the restriction 
line was not lifted. Nevertheless, a 
sewer lift station and part of the 
parking lot for the Stidham-Na¬ 
tionwide building were built over 
this line. A building restriction 
line is usually placed along a ded¬ 
icated street and the cut-off is not 
one. The new plan would elimin¬ 
ate the building restriction line. 

Eastment 

The plan also corrects the ease¬ 
ment for the Springhill Lake cut¬ 
off, When the ramp was construc¬ 
ted by the Springhill Lake Devel¬ 
opers, it was not placed correctly 
within the easement granted to the 
city by Stidham. On the new plan, 
five feet of parcel 1 would be added 
to parcel 2 for the extra ramp 
right-of-way. City Manager James 
K. Giese was not certain whether 
this method of dedication for the 
five feet was legal. However, he 
added “all we’re interested in is 
somehow or other we get the ease¬ 
ment.” 

Other deficiencies noted with the 
plan were the lack of an easement 
for the WSSC lift station and sewer 
line and a small piece of unsubdi¬ 
vided land. However, Giese saw no 
reason for the city to object if 
SHA approved the plan. Further¬ 
more, if this plan were rejected, he 
did not feel Stidham-Nationwide 
would be forced to tear down the 
office building. 


Post Office Training 

A new training program for new 
clerks has now been installed at 
the local post office. The newest 
clerk, Pamela Pinkney just finished 
this training and started work on 
Feb. 8, 1979. Pamela completed 
three days of extensive training in 
courses pertaining to craft orienta¬ 
tion and window service.

could just come in, sit down and 
talk about their problems with their 
neighbors. They tried to resolve 
these problems. At some point a- 
long the program’s evolution, people 
began talking about funding the 
program and thus Greenbelt CAR¬ 
ES was born. 

Greenbelt CARES is now 
funded by the Maryland Juv¬ 
enile Services Administration, the 
City of Greenbelt, and Prince Ge¬ 
orges County. This funding pro¬ 
vides for the program to run on a 
Monday through Friday basis. It 
also provides for five staff persons: 
director, youth coordinator, admin¬ 
istrative assistant, and two juven¬ 
ile counselors. In addition there are 
over 15 volunteers and Dr. Walder 
continues to be a consultant on a 
once a week basis. 

The Greenbelt CARES location 
has changed a number of times 
throughout the years. When the 
church basement was no longer 
sufficient, they were moved into 
a city owned Ridge Road Center 
which was later torn down to make 
way for Green Ridge House. In 
November 1977, Greenbelt CARES 
was moved into the city clerk’s 
former office in the Municipal 
BUilding on Crescent . Road. The 
new wing was not yet completed at 
that time, so quarters were cramp¬ 
ed, After the building’s completion, 
Greenbelt CARES was given more 
space. The facilities now consist of 
four newly remodeled sound-proof 
offices. According to Carol Leven- 
thal, director, the additional space 


is more than welcome. 

Leventhal said the Greenbelt CA¬ 
RES program provides a diversion¬ 
ary and preventive tool in the 
community, keeping young people 
out of juvenile delinquency. Green¬ 
belt CARES believes in the family 
systems approach, working not only 
with the young people, but with the 
entire family. Leventhal further no¬ 
ted it is a wonderful program that 
appeals to the community interest 
in the well being of the people. 
Greenbelt CARES helps young 
people and their families live a 
fuller life. 

“I admire people who come in for 
help,” said Leventhal. “Behaviors 
are learned; people don’t have to 
live with unhappiness. There should 
be no stigma attached to asking for 
help.” She feels Greenbelt CARES 
is an extension of a family to young 
people; they are cared about and 
are cared for. Each person can 
make choices, and at Greenbelt 
CARES young people learn they 
can make the right decisions. 

Greenbelt CARES is available to 
all people who live, work, and at¬ 
tend school in Greenbelt. Although 
persons from surrounding commun¬ 
ities are welcome, Greenbelters 
have first priority. Services are 
free ,and office hours are Monday 
through Friday from 9 a.m. to 5 
p.m. There is a family clinic every 
Wednesday night. The Greenbelt 
CARES office is located at 25 Cres¬ 
cent Road on the second floor. For

Corporate Boundaries of the City of Greenbelt by Annexing 
Land Contiguous and Adjoining the Existing Corporate Area, 
KNOWN AS PARCELS A AND C, GREENBELT EAST SUB¬ 
DIVISION, TOGETHER WITH ADJACENT PUBLIC ROAD¬ 
WAYS, AND PROVIDING FOR THE SPECIAL TREATMENT

A fair summary of said property being described as follows: 

.... being two (2) parcels of land, the first consisting of all 
of parcels “A” and “C”, as shown on a plat of subdivision 
entitled “Parcels 'A’, ‘B’ & *C’, Greenbelt East”, as recorded 
among the Land Records of Prince George’s County, Maryland, 
in Plat book NLP 120 as Plat No. 70, all of the dedication to 
widening as shown on said plat, all of Greenway Center Drive, 
as shown on said plat, all of the lands described in an Agreement 
to Dedicate Real Property between Henry M. Witt and Green¬ 
way Center Associates Limited Partnership, recorded among the 
aforesaid Land Records in Plat Book WWW 80 as Plat No. 14, 
consisting of 25.9052 acres the second being part of the 
right of way of the Baltimore-Washington Parkway, and con¬ 
sisting of 16.2103 acres.

The owners of Parcel A, Greenbelt East have petitioned to 
be annexed to the City and said owners are the owners of 
more than twenty-five percentum (25%) of the assessed valua¬ 
tion of the real property located in the area to be annexed. No 
persons reside in the area to be annexed. 

Said Resolution proposes to extend the boundaries of the 
City of Greenbelt to include the aforesaid area; and provides 
that all the laws of the State of Maryland applicable to the City 
of Greenbelt which are now in force or may hereafter be en¬ 
acted, and all the existing charter provisions and ordinances 
of the City of Greenbelt shall be extended and made applica¬ 
ble to such portion of Prince George’s County as is, under the 
provisions of this Resolution annexed to and made a part of the 
City of Greenbelt; and said Resolution further provides that all 
the inhabitants of the territory annexed to the City of Green¬ 
belt by this Resolution shall, in all respects and to all intents 
and purposes, be subject to the powers, jurisdiction and author¬ 
ity vested, or to be vested by law, in the Council of the City of 
Greenbelt or which may hereafter be enacted or ordained by it, 
and the territory so annexed shall, in all respects, be taken and 
considered as a part of the municipal corporation of the City of 
Greenbelt, 

Said Resolution further provides for a phase-in of City 
real property tax levies upon the taxable property in the area 
to be annexed, with no taxes being levied through fiscal year 
1981, with taxes being levied at a rate that is a percentage of 
the full rate levied through fiscal year 1985 (20% in Fiscal 
Year 1982, 40% in Fiscal Year 1983, 60% in Fiscal Year 1984 
and 80% in Fiscal Year 1985) and with the property taxed in the 
same manner as other property within the City after July l f 
1985.

Facilities has been prepared as required by Paragraph 19(o) 
of Article 23A, and copies of this outline, as well as copies of 
the resolution may be obtained from the City Clerk, Municipal 
Building, 25 Crescent Road, Greenbelt, Maryland, Telephone 
474-3870 or 474-8000.
